Mr. Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
only the third. Democrat, since 
1856 to. be elected President of 
the United States, is to. be ip- 
stalled, in office to-day. He as- 
sumies his high position ‘at. 2 
moment when depression. ‘still 
hangs: heavily - over America, 
aggravated: as it now is by the 
banking crisis. In. the circum- 
stances, his task.is not ‘an en- 
viable one.” Obviotisly. if , the 
new. Administration is.to escape 
the unpopularity’ of the old, .it 
must be through some improve- 
ment:in the world situation. 
The question naturally suggests 
iteelf whether Mr. Roosevelt can 
make: good where Mr. Hoover 
failed. The critical aspects of 
American policy are all concern- 
ed with finance—war debts, 
tariffs, foreign investments, and 
b.metallism. On the first, of 
these, there is not likely to be 
change, recorded. 
Mr.. Roosevelt owed his’ nomina- 


tion largely to the support. of.| 


Mr. Hearst, and the Hearst..pa- 
pers: have been violent in,,their 
opposition to war debt revision, 
or even: ‘to serious downward 


‘| revision. The ‘new President 


may. ‘be able to. win popular sup- 
port for.a reduction of the Bri- 
tish debt, since there ja a, grow- 
ing feeling that the terms made 
with Britain are unfairly one- 
rou’, compared with those made 
with other debtor nations. But 


how far he goes in this direction, 
inasmuch as the other debtors
